ing of a bridge over

Canadian 
river on the route of the Oklahoma- 
Li acoin highway:

To construct a

South Canadian River in Okla­ 
homa.

juvenile probation 
officer

court of domestic 
relations. 
Mrs. 
Barnard drew on Tennyson to put it 
this way: 
“Cursed be the social wants that 
(sin against the strength of youth.” 
“Nowadays,” said 
Mrs. 
Barnard, 
I “children are dressed for school as 
they used to dress only for parties. 
Sunday-go-to-meetin’ clothes are un­ 
known. Every day is Sunday in chil­ 
dren’s clothing. Children are hoot­ 
ed by their playmates if they wear 
| clothing like their parents wore, and 
one of childhood’s greatest tragedies 
is the contempt their playmates hold 
I for them if they are not dressed in 
I style. It is no better a Sunday school. 
Children not dressed right up to the 
minute are not only hooted by their 
schoolmates, but are received in a 
patronizing supercilious manner 
by 
the adults. 
This is the reason so 
many men came to me and say they 
cannot support their families.” 


‘‘Do You Need a Job? 
Ask 
Uncle 
Sam,” Says Wilson. 
In the January Woman’s Home 
Companion Secretary of Labor Wil­ 
liam B. Wilson says: 
If you want a job, ask Uncle Sam. 
lf you want an employee, ask Uncle 
Sam. The service is free. Distance is 
no object. Your postmaster wjll act 
as employing agent and the. govern­ 
ment will do the rest. 
The national employment bureau, 
operated under the auspices of the 
Department of Labor, 
will 
receive 
applications for employments 
from 
any individual in the United States; 
it is ready to find help for employ­ 
ers. 
The object is not only to bring 
the ‘personless’ job and the ‘jobless’ 
person together, but to put the right 
person in the right place. It is one 
of the biggest things the government 
of the United States has ever under­ 
taken. 
I earnestly commend the facilities 
of this bureau, not only to any and 
all employers but to all individuals 
seeking work. Women can make use 
of it as freely and readily as men. 
The success of the entire plan now 
depends upon the 
willingness 
with 
which the average wage earner seek­ 
ing a position will make use of the 
government’s aid in getting the job. 
“The Department of Agriculture 
and the Post Office Department are 
both co-operating with the Depart­ 
ment of Labor to make the project a 
success. Employment 
blanks 
have 
been sent to all postmasters of the 
country and to every field agent of 
the Department of Agriculture. These 
blanks may be had upon request. Em­ 
ployers will state upon 
them 
the 
number and kind of employees they 
are in need of, and 
employees 
will 
specify, in turn, the kind of wrork 
they want. It 
makes no 
difference 
what kind of work it is; jt may be 
housework, 
stenography, 
farming, 
bricklaying, cooking, domestic help. 
The blanks will, upon their return, 
be assorted and classified, and then 
the Department of Labor, through its 
Division of Information, will make 
its effort th bring the wage earner 
and the job together.”
